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Bush claims victory as GOP tightens grip on Senate

George Walker Bush’s sweeping, victory 
on Tuesday, coupled with GOP gains in the 
Senate and the House of Representatives, 
suggests Republicans may be building. a 
sustainable majority that could dominate 
American politics. 

Bush claimed a second term as president 
with the biggest vote total of any president in 
American history. He amassed 51 percent of 
the popular vote after three straight presidential 
clections in which the winner failed to win a 
majority. Bush’s Electoral College margin was 
close but clear at 279-252, 

Republicans also tightened their grip 
on the House and the Senate, boosting their 
majorities and seizing more power over the 
nation’s agenda at home and abroad. Their 
Senate stength also could help Bush appoint 
more conservative jurists to the Supreme 
Court, where Chief Justice William Rehnquist 
is suffering from thyroid cancer and several 
elderly justices are expected to retire within a 
few years. 

Bush built his coalition with an appeal to 
preservetraditional moral valuesand America’s 
safety in a threatening world. He broke down 
some of the economic and class lines that had 
separated Democrats from Republicans: for 
decades, instead building a coalition along 
cultural and social lines to include married 
people, churchgoers and those who ranked 
moral issues as their top concern, above even 
terrorism or the economy. 

“America has spoken, and I’m humbled 
by the trust and the confidence of my fellow 
citizens,” Bush, 58, said Wednesday with his 


wife, Laura, and their two daughters at his 
side, “With that trust comes a duty to serve all 
Americans, and 1 will do my best to fulfill that 
duty every day as your president.” 

Bush claimed victory several hours 
after Kerry called him shortly after 11 a.m. to 
concede, The Democrat later appeared publicly 
in Boston to make it official. 

“T did my best to express my vision and 
my hopes for America,” Kerry, 60, said in 
Boston’s historic Faneuil Hall to an audience 
that included his wife, Teresa Heinz Kerry, and 
his two daughters. 

“We worked hard, and we fought hard, 
and T wish that things had turned out a little 
differently. But in an American election, there 
are no losers, because whether or not our 
candidates are successful, the next morning we 
all wake up as Americans.” 

He urged Bush to help bridge the bitter 
gulf dividing Americans and called for his 
followers to do the same, 

“Inthe days ahead, we must find common 
cause, we must join in common effort, without 
remorse or recrimination, without anger 
or rancor,” Kerry said. “America is in need 
of unity and longing for a larger measure 
of compassion. 1 hope President Bush will 
advance those values in the coming years.” 

Kerry decided to concede the hard-fought 
contest once it became clear Wednesday 
morning it was statistically impossible for 
him to overcome Bush's popular-vote lead 
in Ohio— and thus impossible to win the 
Electoral College and the election. 

Bush led Kerry by more than 3.5 million 
votes nationwide. His 51 percent popular-vote 
majority erased the shadow that followed 
his 2000 victory, when he won the Electoral 


Center in Washington, D.C., Wednesday after de 


College after the U.S. Supreme Court stopped 
a recount in Florida, but lost the popular vote 
to Democrat Al Gore by more than 500,000, 

Of four Americans who have been elected 
president while losing the popular vote, Bush 
is the first to win a second term. 

He carried the Electoral College by 
winning all but one of the states he won in 
2000, losing only New Hampshire and its 
four electoral votes. That left him with at least 
274 Electoral College votes, four more than 
necessary.

Only lowa, with seven electoral votes, 
remained too close to call Wednesday. lowa 
could add to Bush’s total if it switched to him 
after voting Democratic in 2000, but that would 
not change the election’s outcome. 

Republicans also added to their majorities 
in the House and Senate. They defeated Sen. 
Tom Daschle of South Dakota, the Senate 
Democratic leader and a symbol of Democratic 
opposition to Bush's agenda. It was the first 
time in 52 years a Senate leader of cither party 
was tumed out of office. They also swept five

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Southern Senate seats from the Democrats, ending with a net 
gain of four and a majority of 55 in the 100-member body. 

Vice President Dick Cheney said the Republican victories 
added up toa clear message from Americans. 

“President Bush ran forthrightly on a clear agenda for 
this nation’s future, and the nation responded by giving him a 
mandate,” Cheney said as he and Bush appeared at the Ronald 
Reagan federal building two blocks from the White House. 

Bush paid homage to Kerry and reached out to Americans 
who voted for him. 

“Senator Kerry waged a spirited campaign, and he and his 
supporters can be proud of their efforts,” Bush said. 

Looking ahead to the next four years, Bush said the United 
States would help the people of Afghanistan and Iraq make the 
transition to democracy, so “then our servicemen and women 
will come home with the honor they have earned.” 

He said he would work with allies to combat terrorism. At 
home, he vowed to reform the tax code and Social Security and 
improve public education and the economy. 

“Reaching these goals will require the broad support of 
Amcricans, so today I want to speak to every person who voted 
for my opponent,” Bush said. “To make this nation stronger and 
better, I will need your support and I will work to earn it. I will 
do all [can do to deserve your trust. 

“Anew term isa new opportunity to reach out to the whole 
nation. We have one country, one Constitution and one future 
that binds us.” 

Kerry congratulated Bush but did not back down from his 
agenda, promising to continue to fight for better relations with 
US. allies, more jobs at home, affordable health care and more 
stringent protection of the environment. 

Kerry retains his Senate seat, where he represents 
Massachusetts, He urged his supporters not to harbor ill feelings, 
particularly since the country is at war. 

“| know this is a difficult time for my supporters,” he said. 
“Now more than ever, with our soldiers in harm's way, we must 
stand together and succeed in Iraq and win the war on terror.” 

Abroad, some foreign feaders applauded Bush for his 
leadership of the international assault on terrorism; others 
hoped he would do more to work with them than he had in 
the past. 

“Bush will continue with the policy that assigns the United 
States the role of defender and promoter of freedom and 
democracy,” said Italian Prime Minister Silvio Berlusconi. 

“Tcan only (eel joy that the American people did not allow 
itself to be intimidated and made the most sensible decision,” 
said Russian President Vladimir Putin. 

The tvo European leaders coolest toward Bush, French 
President: Jacques Chirac and German Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder, said they hoped Bush would work with them. 

“We will not be able to come up with satisfactory responses 
to the many challenges we face today without a. strong 
transatlantic partnership,” Chirac said. 

“Twill continue the good and close cooperation that we 
have,” said Schroeder. “This is in the interests of the United 
States as well as those of Germany and Europe.”

The interior decor of the Upstream is 
nothing short of immaculate. Beautifully 
stained wood adorns just about 
everything that simply oozes class. 

There are three levels to the 
Upstream: a downstairs party room (of 
which | have never seen), the main level 
dining area with a Cheers-esque bar, 
and the upstairs which is also home to a 
bar and billiards hall. 

My date for the evening was my 
newly acquainted friend, Beth, of whom 
J had already asked to go with me, 
fitting deadline constraints perfectly.

I 
simply couldn’t take my usual restaurant 
connoisseur companion with me again, 
due to his refusal to order things that 
have meat in them and drinks that are 
not some sort of fruity flavor served in 
martini glasses. 

The Upstream Brewing Company 
was not just a clever name to attract 
Old Market patrons looking for tasty 
beverages; they actually brew their own 
beer. And what a mighty fine beer it is. 

The Dundee 90 Schilling Scotch Ale 
is my libation of choice—partially due 
to its smooth, great tasting flavor and 
partially since it is nearly the strongest 
beer they make. Beth had a Blue Bayou, 
which was very festive in hue and 
flavor. 

For an appetizer, Beth was dead set 
on artichoke dip. For the simple reason 
we had never gone out to dinner before, 
Tet her lack of knowledge regarding my 
loathing for items usually synonymous 
with spinach (even though the Upstream 
doesn’t include spinach in theirs) slide. 

We came to an agreement on the 
cheese-filled ravioli. When it arrived, 
it had an amazing aroma of some 
unidentifiable cheese that was wonderful 
to my nostrils. My eyes however spied 
something that looked ambiguously 
like spinach and tomatoes to which our 
ravioli was inundated. I carefully took

my fork and freed a piece of ravioli from 
its green and red captors to find that the 


smell was not the only thing delicious | 


about them. 

When. the waitress walked by, 
Beth asked her what the red and green 
garnishments were and she informed 
me that they were indeed spinach and 
tomatoes. Perhaps I should have read 
the menu more carefully. 

For the main course, I waxed and 
waned between the remarkable burgers 
and the incredible grilled chicken 
sandwich. But then I remembered I was 
on a date and needed to look like I 
was a man in charge of his finances 
and decided to follow Beth’s lead and 
order the filet, medium rare, without the 
revolting mushroom sauce. It’s not that 
the sauce is revolting, it’s simply that 
mushrooms in general are. If you like 
mushroom sauce, it is no doubt most 
delicious. I decided that mashed garlic 
potatoes would be a good side for my 
pricey cut of beef. 

The food came and it was marvelous. 
The steak was prepared perfectly and the 
potatoes were perfectly lumpy smashed 
pieces of potatoes, which, I suppose 
makes sense. The gravy came in a little 
cup on the side-- the perfect substitute 
for the undesirable mushroom sauce. 

No meal is complete without dessert. 
I explained to my date that there was no 
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point in coming to the Upstream if we 
weren’t going to eat the caramel bread 
pudding. 

Describing bread pudding would 
require me to die, go to heaven, make 
a deal with God that I would win the 
lottery when I came back to earth, 
be surrounded by beautiful women, 
writing my description with a diamond- 
encrusted quill pen with gold shavings 
in the ink. 

In other words, it’s good.

So, many Scotch Ales, Bayou Blues 
and enough food to feed three elephants 
and a hippo later, our night concluded 
with the bill. 

It was not as bad as I thought, 
though not as good as | had wished 
it could have been either. However, 
considering what we had, I'd have to 
say the evening was “competitively 
priced.” 

The bill came to $92 and with a 20 
percent tip to add at the end bringing the 
grand total to $120.

After taking the first game, the 
UNO volleyball team dropped the next 
three in their 3-1 loss to North Central 
Conference leader University of South 
Dakota Saturday night. 

The Mavericks capitalized on a bad 
hitting performance from South Dakota 
in the first game. The Coyotes, who hit 
.000 in the opening frame, out hit the 
Mavericks .253 to .116 for the match, 
including a .500 to .025 edge in the 
fourth game. 

Outside hitter Heather Hainline led 
the Mavericks, picking up 13 kills and 
two blocks. Amy McLeay recorded a 
double-double with 10 kills and 12 digs. 
Christie Johnson: recorded 45. assists, 
seven digs and four blocks. Defensively 
for the Mavericks, Chelsea Miller picked 
up 20 digs. 

For the next three games, South 
Dakota overpowered the Mavericks 
using a balanced offensive attack with a 
solid defense.
